The person who buys from distant 


mail order houses, rather than patron- 
ize stores near home overlooks cer- 
tain items of expense that he has to 
pay in buying from catalogs. 


Usually an 
extra 
transportation 


charge has to be paid in buying of the 
mail order house. If you buy of your 
home dealer, who buys of the-manu- 
facturer, there 
is but one freight 
charge to pay, from the factory to the 
store. 


But if you buy of the mail order 


house, the goods must be transported 
to the mail order warerooms, and 
then shipped again from the mail or- 
der house to you. That makes also 
two extra charges for cartage to be 
paid, and often for packing and un- 
packing. 


Furhtermore, sending individual ar- 


licles a ions distance is the most cost- 
ly way of shipping them. When the 
home dealer buys. them, he orders a 
lot to come in one shipment, which 
makes (lie transportation charges for 
paoh-aniele a very small item. If you 
pay to have it sent individually either 
liy express or parcel post from a dis- 
tant place, much more must be paid. 


If tlie mail order price seems cheap, 


it is usually because a second grade 
article is being sold. It looks very 
handsome in the catalog cut, which 
reveals no defents. But you would not 
buy it in a store. 


If you would give the home mer- 


chant a chance, he would tell you that 
lie could sell the same article for as 
low a price, probably, lower. But he 
would not want to do it, because it 
would noi give satisfaction, and the 
sale of second class goods would hurt 
his business reputation.

m the court-room which was ' well 
filled with spectators, who have been 
following the case.

Aside from the message of a few 
short lines from Queenstown "yester- 
day afternoon to the effect that the 
body of Dr..Edmund F, Woods of this 
city, missing passenger on "the!White 
Star liner Arabic, had been -washed 
ashore, at Ross Carbery, county Cork, 
Ireland, a heart-rending silence pre- 
vails over any other information. 
On receipt of the news Mrs. Woods 
at once .cabled the White Star line 
offices and' telegraphed the state de- 
partment at Washington for informa- 
tion. Nothing was forthcoming up to 
a late hour this afternoon. 
When 
seen 
this 
morning Mrs. 
Woods seemed more or less to doubt 
the authenticity of Hie report. 
She 
gave no immediate cause but reiter- 
ated her skepticism while discussing 
the possibility of the 
body being 
washed ashore. 
She refused to give any statement 
relating to the disposal 
of the re- 
mains providing they are found. 
"I 
will have to await an accurate deter- 
mination of the recovery of the body," 
she said, "before I can be able to 
make any arrangements. There is a 
possibility that if the body was truly 
found that .it is already buried." • 
Throughout the day word has been 
awaited regarding yesterday's mes- 
sage. Both Mrs.. Woods and the city 
as a whole scanned incoming morning 
newspapers to learn of any new infor- 
mation. Hidden away in obscure cor- 
ners of .the Chicago papers and in 
small type, the item similar to that 
printed yesterday by the Gazette,: es- 
caped notice. Prom a. general review 
of the papers of the .state, printed last 
evening, and of the morning papers, 
it seems that the Associated Press was 
the only news agency to distribute the 
report to its members. Neither the 
International Ne%vs Service, nor the 
United Press papers carried, the story. 
From the meager report of yester- 
day and a consulting of maps of the 
Irish coast it would appear that the 
body was discovered within a dis- 
tance of twenty-five miles from 'the 
point where the Arabic went down.

j east from Fastnet Rock, off which Dr. 
I Woods lost his life when the vessel 
went down. The Lusitania was sunk 
off Old Head of Kin'sale, about sixty 
miles dues northeast, in a' line from 
Ross Carbery bay.

battles have settled as neighbors, hat- 
ing, despoiling, massacring one an- 
other.

When a woman becomes a mother 
she is making a priceless gift to the 
state. 
As an 
expression of its ap- 


. preciatlon the' state should present 
the 
mother 
an. honorarium. • This 
would 
be our 
idea 
of subsidized 
motherhood. It would be a good In- 
vestment 
of state 
funds, the very- 
best investment the state could pos- 
sibly make. 
Thousands of mothers 
suffer pro- 
longed 
invalidism, loss of efficiency 
and even death, because they do not 
receive proper care at 
the time of 
childbirth and in the following weeks. 
Far' too often this is attributable 
to 
the 
poverty of the family. 
Indeed, 
comparatively few families can afford 
'the best kind 
of medical attention 
and nursing for such cases. It is the 
duty of the state, purely from a 
selfish interest, to supply 
such care 
or the means of obtaining it.

CURIOUS FACT LITTLE KNOWN 


But It i* Ea»ily Ponible for One to 


Boil and Freeze Water at the 
" 
Same Time. 


It Is a curious fact that water may 


be boiled and frozen at the same time. 
The temperature at which -water boils 
depends simply upon the air pressure 
upon its surface. If there be a high 
pre8sure,-tbe water must be rendered 
& good deal hotter in order that It 
may boil than would be the case at a 
low pressure. 


In mountainous regions, where the 


air pressure is a good deal lower than 
at sea level, water, boils easily at a 
low temperature. 
In cooking vege- 


tables that require a certain degree of 
heat, when the water boils before that 
degree of heat is attained, the vege- 
tables -will "not get done." 
Conse- 


quently, they must be placed in a 
closed boiler, so that the generated 
steam will create sufficient pressure 
for the water to boil at or beyond the 
required temperature. 


In the experimental proof of thie 


fact the water is placed in a vessel 
and the air is exhausted from above 
the surface of the water. As the proc-

War on second 
growth 
weeds is 
more necessary in Wisconsin this fall 
than in any recent season. 
The excess of rainfall in Wisconsin 
this month means 
a 
rank second 
growth. flf many troublesome weeds, 
such as shepherd's purse, 
fox 
tail, 
witch grass and wild mustard. 
Fall plowing, already 
under way, 
tends to bring the weed seeds to the 
surface, where' they will sprout and 
mature quickly because of highly fa- 
vorable conditions. 
"The land should be disked or har- 
rowed .thoroughly after the fall plow- 
ing is done in order to make a sure 
job of killing 
the 
second 
growth 
weeds," says Henry Lunz, College of 
Agriculture. 


If-left to grow these weeds will quite 
likely go to seed before winter sets in, 
or in any case th'ey will interfere with 
harrowing ' in the spring. 
Mr. Lunz 
advises that there are numerous hardy 
winter -annuals that will live through- 
out the winter if not 
destroyed at 
once. The cutting of such weeds will 
tend to prevent their extensive spread 
in years to come.

Prolific, persevering,

Our poor harvest and our 
inability .to get grain from "Russia' and 
other supplies from Germany has, of 
course increased our exports, from oth- 
er countries. But even if our exports 
have increased we do .not 
recognize 
England's right to interfere with our 
commerce. 


Not Military Articles. 
"Most of Sweden's exports to Ger- 
many are not articles directly

nected with military affairs. England 
cannot ask- us to cut down our meat 
exports to Germany, for that is one of 
our chief industries.- The kind of cop- 
per and the thin hides which.
